CULTURE.—Sow the seed (which is slow to germinate) in shallow boxes, or in a finely prepared seed bed out-of- 
doors, in straight rows, so that the small plants may be kept free from weeds. 

See to it that the seed bed is kept moist, almost wet, until the seeds germinate, as plenty of moisture.is essen- 
tial to get a satisfactory growth. When about two inches high thin out and transplant so that they may stand two 
inches apart, and when the plants are four inches high cut off the tops, which will cause them to grow stocky. 

- The crop is usually made to succeed some earlier crop, and if 
good plants are used they may be set out as late as the middle 
of August; but the best results are usually obtained from setting 
about the middle of June or the first of July. In setting, prepare 
broad, shallow trenches about six inches deep and four feet apart, 
in which the plants should be set six inches apart, cutting off the 
outer leaves and pressing the soil firmly about the roots. When the 
plants are nearly full-grown they should be ‘‘handled,” which is 
done by one man gathering the leaves together, while a second 
draws the earth about the plant to one-third its height, taking 
eare that none of the earth falls between the leaves, as it would 
be likely to cause them to rust or rot. After a few days draw 
more earth about them, and repeat the process every few days 
until only the tops of the leaves are visible, or the leaves may be 
pressed together by two wide boards held firmly a few inches 
apart by cross-ties and stakes, when in a few days more they will 
be fit for use. Care should be taken that the plants are not ‘dis- 

‘turbed while they or the ground are wet, as it would be sure to in- 

jure them. A part of the crop may be simply ‘‘handled,” and 

then at the approach of severe freezing weather taken up and ‘set 

out compactly in a dark cellar or an unused cold frame, which ¢an 

be kept just above the freezing point, and it will then gradually 

blanch so that it may be used throughout the winter.

Beds can be made at any time of the year, 
and as one declines another should be made, to keep a constant 
supply.

others prefer plenty of moisture. Some mature so early and others so late that from the beginning of 

spring until winter sets in there is no time when one species or another is not at its best. From these 
considerations the importance of sowing many varieties for pasture and meadow purposes will be apparent, 
consisting of the following varieties: Orchard Grass, Meadow Foxtail, Sheep’s Fescue, Rhode Island or Creep- 
ing Bent, Hard Fescue, Sweet-Scented Vernal (True Perennial), Meadow Fescue, English Rye Grass, Italian 
Rye Grass, Red Top, Timothy and Red Alsike Clover, blended in proportions which, we have found from 
actual use, give the most satisfactory results. 

On ordinarily fertile soil three bushels of this mixture are sufficient to seed an acre, but where the land 
is poor a larger quantity will be necessary. Taking one soil with another, a fair average would be three 
bushels to the acre.

Sweet Peas succeed best in 
a deep, rich soil. The most ap- 
proved method of cultivation is 
to sow in a trench 5 or 6 inches 
deep, covering them at first 
with only 1 inch of soil; then, 
as the plants grow, fill in the 
earth about them 1 inch ata 
; time. After the plants are well 

grown up, they should be watered 
copiously, and bone meal, worked into 
the soils about the roots, is recom- 
mended. Proper trellis or other sup- 
ports should be provided. 

The first sowing of Sweet Peas may 
be made very early in the spring, as 
soonas thefrostisoutofthe ground. Fora succes- 
sion some should be sown every few weeks after- 
ward.

WATER LILIES 


The cultivation of Aquatics is of the simplest. Their requirements are sunshine, water and plenty of rich soil. 
They are divided into two classes, hardy and tender. The former may be planted in ponds or sluggish streams, 
from early in the spring until August, and, under the same conditions as our native Water Lily, will grow luxuri- 
ously and flower profusely the entire season. Provide the same conditions in artificial ponds or tanks, and the results 
will be equally satisfactory. Plant the tender varieties at the approach of warm weather and when the water is 
warm. The plants can be grown indoors in pots until safe to transfer to summer quarters. The after-treatment is 
the same as for the hardy varieties. When grownin tubs only the moderate growers should be selected. In storing 
in tubs through the winter they should be kept where it is not warm enough to excite growth or so cold as to freeze. 
We do not, unless specially ordered, send out Water Lilies until the middle of May, but would prefer having the 
orders early, and we canthen set them aside and ship at the proper time.

The United 
States Department of Agriculture has been experimenting 
with these bacteria for several years and at last they have 
invented a process which when applied to the seeds of any 
leguminous or pod-bearing plant will cover them with the 
nitrogen-collecting bacteria. If they are subjected to this 
treatment and then planted, as soon as the seeds sprout the 
bacteria enter the roots forming the above-mentioned lumps 
or nodules. In the use of cultures for inoculating, the farmer 
should be guided, as in all other matters pertaining to soil 
treatment, by his own peculiar needs and should not give too 
great weight to the experiences of others whose soil con- 
ditions may differ widely. 

It must not, however, be taken for granted that because a 
crop has apparently failed, that it is caused by a scarcity of 
nitrogen in the soil. What may be lacking is some form of 
potash, phosphates, or lime if the land is sour. In order to 
determine if the soil is sour procure from any drug store a 
piece of blue litmus paper; insert this paper in damp soil and 
let 1t remain twenty-four hours and if the paper turns pink 
or pinkish the soil is sour and needs lime. Hydrated Lime 
is preferable and can be furnished by us. -
